In Imperial aotl Monarchical countries 


there is generally an official or&anin which 
toe edicts of the government are pro- 
claimed. \Vheo anything oC importance 
to the people is being discussed, such as 
increasing or reducing taxation, the organ, 
in what is termed "an inspired article," 
gives the views of the Monarch nud hia 
Ministers on the question, 
la Nevada, 


which is now generally conceded to be 
governed by a triumvirate, with a strong 
tendency toward an absolute monarchy, 
there is also an official organ, in which 
"inspired articles" are published. The 
Nevada organ is not printed at the seat of 
Government, bat is in easy reach of the 
governing power. This organ proclaimed 
in the face of the majority of the votes of 
the people, that no Constitutional Conven- 
tion -would be called, and subsequent events 
proved that the proclamation 
"was in- 


spired. 
Now, when every newspaper in 


Nevada that reflects public sentiment is op- 
posed to the 
bill 
which 
empowers 


three men at the State Capitol, under 
the 
influence 
of 
the 
triumvirate, 


to assess all the railroads at their "cash 
value " and annoy any individual, who 
might incur the enmity of the powers, by in- 
creasing the assessed value of his prop- 
erty, ajd compelling him to submit to the 
imposition, or inonr tha expense of appear* 
ing with hia witnesses before the Board, 
the organ, doubtless in an inspired article, 
approves the measure. 
Again, speaking 


as one having authority, not as the Scribes, 
it emphatically declares that there is no oc- 
casion for uneasiness as far as the Legisla- 
ture is concerned. The organ may deny, 
as it is politic for it to deoieve the public, 
that its inspirations are derived from the 
bosses who control at least two depart- 
ments of the State Government and are 
Suspected of having a powerful influence 
with the third, but the confidence with 
which it declared that there -would be no 
Constitutional Convention, though the peo- 
ple declared for it, and its persistency in 
advocating every measure which the bosses 
favor and the public oppose, prove that its 
inspiration is derived from those whose 
Will ia abaolntf in the Stnte Cnpitol.

The condition of public affairs in Nevada, 


is to b» deplored by every respectable citi- 
zen of the State. The reputable members 
of tha dominant party have lost all confi- 
dence in the men they placed in office.

silver to fce $70.464,645, an increase of four 
and one half million fine ounces over the 
previous yiar. The total amount of silver 
purchased by the Government during the 
year was 37,594,375 ounces, coating $39,- 
091,640. 
The Director estimates the gold 


product of the world lor the calendar year 
was $116,490,000. a falling off of $3,067,- 
000 from the year before aud the silver 
product of the world was 130,600,000 fine 
ounce s, an increase of 7,859,375 ounces.
